There Is a singular state of the law by
which In most cases a sentence to jail In
this District must lie less than one year,
ami a sentence to the penitentiary must
be more than one year, a sentence of
exactly one year being legally admissi-
ble in neither Instance. This state of
facts led to a duplication of sentence In
tbe case of Kate Friday. She was at
first sentenced by Chief Justice lllng-ha-

to one year in the penitentiary.
Tliat sentence could not lie carried out
iteranse the law authorized contracts for
the Imprisonment of District convicts In
State penitentiaries only in cases where
the sentence Is for more than a year.
So llie first sentence In Kate Friday's
case was set aside, ami she was sent to
Albany penitentiary for more than one
year.

It Is on this ground she bases her ap
plication for release. The case will be
beard at Utlca, N. Y., on the 30th
instant, before Justice A C. Cox of
New York. The District Attorney ha?
consulted the Attorney-Genera- l on the
subject, and the Attorney General will
cither send the District prosecutor to
Utlca to attend the hearing of the
Artfcr(!wrwor will depute one of the
United Stales district attorneys of New
York lo represent tho prosecution.
